Conſciences, Flatter and deceive themſelves in their Pride and Folly ; let 
them but ſeriouſly look into, impartially ſearch and Examine their own 
Hearts and Conſciences with the Light of Chriſt therein,and they'l eaſily 
ſee how that frequently their Minds, Aﬀe&tions, and Hearts have been 
buſied and taken up to Imitate and get into the Vain Faſhion, Modes and 
Habits of Courts and Gentry, Invented in France andother Places. And 
what a ſhame and diſgrace it is for Engliſh Proteſtants ſo much to affe&t 
the French Vain and Immodeſt Faſaions and Habits, or to be ſuch Slaves to 
the Pride of France, when they would be Loath to be Slaves to their 
Power : Oh ! take heed how you provoke the great God by your Pride 
and Exceſs, and do not Flatter your ſelves. The root of all your Pride in 
Habit is in your Hearts ; and from Within, Even out of the Heart Proceed 
evil thoughts Adultcries, Fornications, Murthers, Theſts, Covetou ſneſs, W icked - 
.neſs, Deceit, Uncleann:ſs, a Wicked Eye, Backbiting, P21ide «1d Fooliſhneſc, 
Mark. 7.20, 21,22,23. Therefore ?tis a falſe Excuſe and contrary to 
Chriſt's Do&rine for any to fay, that Pride or Fooliſhneſs is not in their 
.Hearts,when tis apparent and notorious in theirHabits and fooliſhAttire. 


dered Hair,or Gold or Pearls, or coſtly Array, But which Becometh Worer 


Profeſſing Godlineſs with good Works. The like alſo,in 1 Pet-3 3, 4, 5. Whoſe 


Adorning let it not be that outward adorning of Plaiting the Hair, wearing of 
Gold, or putting on of Apparel, But let it bethe hidden man of the Heart in that 


which # not corruptible, evcn tlie Ornament of a mech and quiet Spirit, which is 


in the ſight of Godof great Price. For after this manner in the 0/d Time, the 
holy Women alſo who truſted in God, adoracd then:;ſelves, being in ſubjeftion wnto 
their own Hutbands, They did not Adorne themſelves with high Heads 
and Towering Dreſſes, nor with Spotted or Painted Faces, nor with Foo- 
liſh or Immodeſt Attire.z which things among profeſt Chriſtians are no 
ſmall Scandal and Reproach to Religion and Chriſtianity, but againſt the 
Honour and Intereſt thereof, and to the great diſhonour of God, and his 
dear Son Jeſus Chriſt : for which all ſuch kind of Chriſtians (as are thus 
guilty of this Horrible Souls ſinking ſin of Pride) are accountable. = 
And you thatare Parents be Examples of Humility and Chriſtianity, 
and bring up your Children in the Nurture, Inftruttion and Admonition of the 


Lord, Epheſ. 6. 4. and not in Pride and Vanity. in Apparel, nor in Muſick 


and Dancing to expoſe them to Lightneſs, Wantonneſs, Temptation and 
Ruine, as too too many do; for which they are greatly chargeable with 
the ſins of their Children, and have a heavy Account to giveto' the Righ- 
teous God, for being acceſſary to their Ruine and Deſtruction. 

Oh Inhabitants of London and England, who are concerned inthis pro- 
voking ſin of Pride, Exceſs, and Fooliſhneſs, return to the Lightof Chriſt, 
his Graceand Truth in you, and humble your ſelves under the mighty 

hand of God, and break off your Sins by true and unfeigned Repentance,
